Mr, Barber s.ntes that 
from CO to 70 per cent of the deer 
lulled this year were does and fawns 
which moms a groat reduction in the 
doer in the state. That some change 
will bo made In the deer law is en-

that the one buck law will bo ,akon 
u]> again in order to prevent tha 
wholesale slaughter. 


It IB a hard matter to fix tho law 


so that everybody will be able to got 
u deer who goes to tho north woods, 
and at the samo time protect tho 
animals so that there will not be so 
many of thorn killed. There are an 
Immense number of hunters go every 
year now, and of course they go for 
the purpose }t getting deer, and 
there is no way of supplying their 
wants and at the same time protect- 
ing tho game.

The phrase "united colonies" was 


used for a little while before the rev- 
olutionary war began and before the 
phrase United States was adopted.

The colonies were united, but they 
were not quite ready to call them- 
selves states.

humiliation, fasting and prayer." The 
resolution said "twelve united colo- 
nies," because Georgia was not rep- 
resented in that congress. 
A year 


later congress declared the colonies 
"free and independent states."

and others possessed skilled hands and 
Hie ability lo use tools.

were started immv centers whore hand- 
ernl'l'. and peasant arts were revived, 
and an Immediate sale of all the out- 
put iif such centers showed not only n 
«Illltigncss to help these workers, but 
n true appreciation of (heir work. And 
so i he crime for hand-wrought articles 
and fabrics of all sorts started, and 
now centers liuve sprung up lu many 
<|iiarlers for ibis sort of tiling. 


Perhaps no class of persons over 


appreciated hand-wrought objects et 
nil sorts more than we Americans do.

appoint live men to draw up a set of 
laws with the view of limiting the 
power of the consuls, The aristocracy, 
always furious, selllsh ami unwise In 
their struggles with the common people 
of Koine, violently resisted this reform 
and for eight years a tierce warfare 
was carried on between the t w o orders, 
which ended In a sort of partial victory 
for the plebeians. 
In -Ifil K. C'. the 


senate assented to the plan of sending 
three commissioners to Greece to re- 
port on (he laws In force nmong the 
different states there. 
A f t e r a lapse 


of two years they returned und It was 
(hen 
agreed that ten men should be 


selected to draw up a code. 
Accord- 


Ing to Llvy and Dlodonis, the laws of 
the Twelve Tables were cut on lirun/o 
tablets, whence their name, anil put 
up In a public place. 
Whether these 


tablets were destroyed by the (iaiils 
when they sacked and burned Home Is 
uncertain.

The high desire of prop- 
er service on the part of drafted men 
is oue of the most satisfactory 'of the 
llndlng.s, 
Some men did not expect

Is Real American Army. 


From the letters of Ihe commanding 


Dfllcers ono gets no word of self praise 
nor of self congratulation. Commen- 


dation is nil fur the spirit of. tne men, 
and the manner In which tho new ones 
have fitted themselves to meet strange 
nnd at limes trying conditions. The 
main point Is that the major generals 
and the brigadier, generals of the Unit- 
ed States army, here and abroad, scorn 
to be entirely satisfied that the great 
American army of today In patriotism 
ami In spirit of endeavor Is Ins worthy 
as any of our armies of Die past, nnd 
what this means all Americans know. 


There Is something of the lightness 


of life In the letters of these American 
general officers. 
One of them who hud 


seen thirty .years' service us a hard 
riding cavalryman, a man- of many 
uumjMilsTis, Is In command of one of 
the great embarkation posts, a carn-p 
•which has been described as "amphi- 
bious." This cavalryman has done n 
great service In his new work, a fact 
which Is attested by war department 
records. 
From his quarters looking 


out over his post, half land und half 
water, he writes: 


"I have been on this Job since July, 


when f was pulled out of the West 
and sent down here, thus spoiling a 
perfectly'good cavalryman to make n 
horse, marine out of him."

today.

the American farmer, and strongly 
urging that every owner ot a yard, 
cither rural or urban become a "keep- 
a-pig patriot," Hoover said:

"Pork products havo an influence 


in this present world situation wider 
than one would ordinarily attribute 
to them, 


"We are slaughtering, consuming 


at homo and exporting more pork 
products than we aro producing. Wo 


I havo increased our pork consumption 
despite high prices. 


"Tho human body must have a 


uM'Uiu amount of fat d .lly. M' e. 
animal, vegetable or dairy. Wo can 
make an Increase in pork fats more 
rapidly than In vegetable or dairy 
fats. We must concentrate on an in- 
creased production of hogs if wo aro 
to answer tho world's craving for 
fiats. Wo can do this, this year. 


"In addition to exports and normal 


domestic consumption, wo have this 
year about one billion bushels of feed 
more than last. That is 25 per cent 
increase. Wo have no corresponding 
number of animals to feed it to, un- 
less we begin to increase them at 
onco. 
"If farmers aro t.o flnd markets 


for feed, It must bo through an In- 
crease in animals. Lot that increase 
bo hogs, It Is to every farmer's vital 
advantage to do HO. 
"We need a 'keep-a-plg1 movement 


In this country. If every suburbanite 
took one and fed it on tho house gar- 
bage ho would increase our fat sup- 
ply and leave our feed surplus tor 
the Increase in other animals. 


"A properly cared for pig Is no 


more uns-inltary than a dog. In Ger- 
many -1,000,000 hogs are supported 
in this manner. 
Tho national wel- 


fare would be warrant ample for the 
necessary changes In our village and 
urban ordinances to permit this."

Suppose we come home to Wood

There are about 70 
counties in the state. 455,555 pounds 
of grain used daily In the state, our 
share of this wouild be 6,707 pounds 
of grain.

When one stops to think of the Im- 


mense value of the cow to the human 
race at the present time, he cannot 
help but wonder how it all came ab- 
out and W tho first man who made an 
attempt to Improve the breed hart 
any idea o£ what he was starting. 


History tolls us that the first cows, 


like the first horses, were small tn- 
sglulflcant animals but Uttle larger 
than a goat, and It Is reasonable to 
suppose that the amount of mllK 
that they gave was In keeping with 
their size. 
From these smaJl mem- 


bers of the family havo been devel- 
oped the present magniflcient speci- 
mens, some of which are noted for 
the production of meat and others 
for tho milk they give, while still 
others aro bred for both milk ana 


Many eulogies havo been written 


about the horse, and how he has been. 
man's best friend, but the fellow who 
sits right down and figures the mat- 
ter out cannot help but admit that, 
while the horse is a most useful ani- 
mal, and ono that it would be most 
difficult for man to dispense with, 
yet the cow and her relatives are not 
to bo Jeered at. 
Any new country in which man Is 
starting to ciivlizo or bring under 
cultivation generally gets Its first 
holp from tho cow. The pioneer ot 
of a thrifty turn always led a cow 
with him into the wilderness. 
Sh* 


gave him milk and butter and help- 
ed him to raise his children and her 
ons cleared the land and broke up 
the ground for the first crops. The 
time probably came when he exchan- 
ged tho patient oxen for the moie 
speedy horse, but while he was iget- 
tlng his first start the ox was on the 
Job and did his share of the work. 
Easy to feed and needing only a min- 
imum of shelter, and not too fastid- 
ious as to what its food consisted of 
It was tho ideal companion for the 
new settler. Many of us can remem- 
ber when Wisconsin depended upon 
the ox for its development, and if it 
happened to be an especially hard 
winter with teed exceptionally poor 
and scarce, tho animals could be 
turned loose In the woods and they 
would always manage to pick up i 
living In some manner. 
They might 


come out In tho spring looking pret- 
ty shaggy and somewhat the worse 
for wear, but they managed to come 
thru it some way and when spring 
started the grass along the woodland 
roads It was only a short time before 
they had regained their lost flesh and 
wore apparently none tho worse for 
their experience. 


Of course there was an snterva. 


when Wisconsin people kind ot forgot 
about their true and tried friend, 
but they suffered for their neglect 
and the result was that the matter 
had to bo taken up by a more scien- 
tific bunch of fellows, and the people 
alili taught over again about the re- 
sult of thoir neglect.

is Is undoubtedly a fact that the cow 
in Wisconsin has como Into her own 
and that she will forever more hold 
a place that cannot bo usurped. 


Those who first found out that the

is drastic, and dealers everywhere 
are waking'tup to the necessity o 
observing the federal law to a letter 
Potatoes are now graded as No. 1 
and No. 2. Round y'arieties are run 
over a 1 %-Inch screen. Those pass 
ing over are classed as No. 1, bu 
must be reasonably smooth and frei 
iirom disease. ' Those falling through 
the flrst screen are run over a 1 % 
inch screen, thus obtaining No. 2 
size. 
Potatoes falling through the 


second screen are culls. 
. Long varieties of tubers are firs 
run over a 1%-inch screen to get the 
No 1 grade, and the second screen 
is the same an the round varieties. 
All potatoes are sold fay the 100 


pounds. 
This new method of handling po 
tatoes will encourage the grower o 
good potatoes, he being able to get 
uie top price at all times. The grow- 
er of small potatoes and those or 
poor quality, must improve his stocn 
if he is to find potato raising profit- 
able., The new method will eventu- 
ally work out much good for the 
real potato grower.

THUS. E. NASH DIES 


AFTER LONG ILLNESS' 


Thomas E. Nash, one of the old 


end respected residents 
of 
Grand 


Rapids, died at his.home in this city 
at an early hour this morning, after 
an illness extending over the past 
seventeen years, altho he. had been 
confined to his bed for only a couple 
ot months past. Death was .caused by 
locomotor attaxia, and notwithstand- 
ing the fact the he first felt the 
trouble coming on some seventeen 
years ago, he remained actively en- 
gaged in business until about nin« 
years ago, and for many years after 
that his mind was-as bright as ever, 
and his business associates always 
found his advice to be along the most 
sensible lines.. 
Deceased was born in Zanesville, 


Ohio, on the 17th day of April, 1852, 
and came to Wisconsin with his par- 
ents when two years old. He attended 
the public schools until he was about 
15 years of age, when he took up 
telegraphy, and his first position in 
this line "was at 
Postville, Iowa. 
Later when the Lake Superior and 
Mississippi railway was built he took, 
the position of agent and operator at 
Fond cly Lac, Minnesota, he being. 
the first opera-tor at that station. In 
JS7-I. he came back to Wisconsin and 
took the position of operator at Am- 
herst Junction, and from there went 
to Shiocton. 
Mr. Nash came to Grand Rapids in 


I S ' i G , but later was depot agent at 
Port Edwards, and some time after 
this, in company with his brother, 
L M. Nash, 
bought 
a 
cranberry 


marsh in the tow.n ot Remington, 
•ind acted as agent and operator at' 
>3abcock. In 1879 Mr. 
Nash 
was 


c-lected 
county 
superintendent of 


schools, but did not finish his term, 
resigning to take charge of the sta- 
tion at Grand Rapids for the St. Paul 
Ry. company. While holding down 
this position he was 
promoted to 


traveling freight agent £or the com- 
pany, a position which he held for 
several years. Then 
in 1884 his 


friends prevailed upon him to run fo- 
pssjemblymau from Wood county and 
he was "elected, but in 1885 he was 
appointed chief clerk of the postal 
department under Postmaster Geu- 
eral Vilas, and was later promoted v> 
general superintendent of the rail- 
way mail service. 
Iti the meantime Mr. . Nash, had 


been attracted by the water powers 
a.'ong tlie Wisconsin river and real- 
izud that the time was not far dis- 
tant when they would come into use. 
Tue result was that he purchased the 
water power ait Nekoosa, then known 
as Point Basse and later on organ- 
ized the Nekoosa Paper company and 
was elected president and general 
manager of the company. This was 
in 1S30, and he remained at the head 
of the institution.until he was com- 
pelled to retire by failing health. 
Mr. Nash was a man of unusual 


personality, and while he carried a 
large burden of business cares he 
was easy of approach and was nevjr 
100 busy to treat his fellow man with 
all the respect and consideration that 
was due him. Owing to his long ill- 
ness he has made but few ; cquaint- 
ances in latter life, but all of the 
older people of the commrnity re- 
member him with the kindliest of 
feelings and have the great ist sym- 
pathy for the family in the '.oss of a 
kind and loving father. 
Deceased is survived by his wite, 


and the children are 
as 
follows: 
Capt. Guy Nash, stationed in Okla- 
homa; Mrs. Wm. A. Scott of Madison, 
Wisconsin; Mrs. M. C. Braniham of 
Oshkosh; James B. Nash of t \is city; 
Leo Nash, who is now in Fr; .nee en- 
gaged in Y.M.C.A. work at the front;

DEMANDS FULL REPARATION 


,Nc DMlre to Interfere With Internal 


Affairs of Central Nations, but 


Psacc Cannot Bt Made With 
Germany's Prwent Rulers- 


Declaration of War on 


Austria-Hungary. 


Washington, Dec. 4.—President Wil- 


son in his message to congress today 
declared emphatically for a peace 1ms- 
«d on generosity and Justice after Ger- 
man autocracy ''shall flrst be shown 
the utter futility of. Its claims to 
power or leadership In the modern 
world." 
, 


The message follows: 
"Gentlemen of the Congress—Bight 


jnoaths have elapsed since I last hud 
the honor of addressing you. They 
have been months crowded with events 
•of Immense and grave significance for 
us. I shall undertake to detail or even 
to'summarize these events. The prac- 
tical particulars of the part we have 
played In them will be laid before you 
in the reports of the executive depart- 
ments. I shall discuss only our pres- 
ent outlook upon these vast 
affairs, 


our present duties, and the immediate 
means of accomplishing the objects 
•we shall hold always in view. 


"I shall not go back to debate the 


causes of the war. The Intolerable 
•wrongs done and planned against us 
by the sinister masters of Germany 
have long since become too grossly 
obvious and odious to every true Amer- 
ican to need to be rehearsed. But I 
shall ask you to consider again nnd 
•with a very grave scrutiny our objec- 
tives and the measures by which we 
jnean to attain them; for the purpose 
of discussion here in this place Is ac- 
tion, and 
our action, must 
more 


•traight towards definite ends. 


Must Win the War. 


"Our object is, of course, to win the 


•war; and we shall not slacken or sut- 
ler ourselves to be diverted until It Is 
•won. But It is worth while asking and 
answering the (iiicstion: When shall 
•we consider the war won? 


"From one point of view it Is not 


aecessary to broach this fundamental 
matter. I do not doubt that the Amer- 
ican people know what the war Is 
about and what sort of an outcome 
they will regard ns n reullwitlon of 
their purpose in It. As a nation we 
are united in spirit and Intention. I 
pay little heed to those who tell me 
otherwise. I hear the voices of dis- 
sent—who does not? I hear the criti- 
cism nnd the clamour of the 
noisy, 


thoughtless and troublesome. 
I also 


see men here n.i'J there fling them- 
selves In Impotent disloyalty against 
the cnlm, indomitable power of the na- 
'tlon. I hear men debate peace who 
'understand neither Its nature nor the 
•way in which we obtain it with uplift- 
ed ryes nnd unbroken spirits. But I 
'tnown that none of these speaks for 
the nation. 
They do not touch the 


•heart of anything. They may safely 
be left to strut their uneasy hour and 
'fce forgotten. 


No Peace by Compromise. 


"But from another point o£ view I 


fcelleve that it is necessary to say 
plainly what we here at the seat of ac- 
tion consider the war to be for and 
•what part we mean to play In the set- 
tlement of Its searching Issues. 


"We are the spokesmen of the Amer- 


ican people, and they have a right to 
know whether their purpose Is ours. 
They desire peace by the overcoming 
of evil, by the defeat once for all of 
the 
sinister forces 
that 
Interrupt 


peace nnd render it Impossible, and 
they wish to know how closely our 
thought runs with theirs, and what ac- 
tion we propose. 
They are Impatient 


•with those who desire peace by any 
sort of compromise—deeply nnd Indlg- 
aantly impatient—but they will 1)0 
equally Impatient with us If we do not 
jneke It plain to them what our ob- 
jectives are and whnt we are planning 
Jot in seeking to make conquest of 
peace by arms. 


v 
Menace Must Be Crushed. 


• "I believe that I speak for them 
Vhen I say two things:. First, that 
jthls Intolerable thing of which the 
masters of Germany hnve shown us 
the ugly face, this menace of com- 
bined intrigue and force which we now 
see so ciearly as the Gorman power, 
'a Thing without conscience or honor 
or capacity for covenanted peace, must 
'be crushed nnd, If it Is not utterly 
brought to an end, at least shut out 
from the friendly Intercourse of the 
cations; nnd, second, when this Thing 
t>nd Its power are Indeed defeated and 
the time comes that we can discuss 
pence—when the German people have 
spokesmen whose words we can be- 
lieve and when those, spokesmen are 
ready in the name of their people to 
accept 
the 
common 
Judgment of 


the nations ns to what shall hence- 
forth be the bases of law and of cov- 
enant for the life of the world—we 
shall be willing and glad to pay the 
full price for pence, nnd puy It un- 
grudgingly. 
We know what that price

ment ns to Tight of plain men every- 
where, It has been made diligent use 
of by the masters of German Intrigue 
to lend the people of Russia nstruy— 
nnd the people of every country their 
agents'could reach, In order that a 
premature pence might be brought 
about before autocracy has been taught 
Its llnnl and convincing lesson, and 
the people of the world put In control 
of their own destinies," 


Rldht as the Arbiter. 


"But the fnct that n wrong USB has 


been made of a Just Idea Is no reason 
why a right use should not be made of 
It. It ought to bo brought under the 
pntronngo of Its renl friends. Lot II be 
said ngnln that autocracy must first be 
shown the utter futility of Its claims to 
power or Ipndershlp In the modern 
world. 
It Is Impossible to apply any 


standard of Justice so long as such 
forces are unchecked and undefeated 
as (lie present masters of (iormnny 
command. 
Not until tills bus been 


done can Right be set up as arbiter 
and peacemaker among tlio nations. 
But when that has been done—ns, God 
willing, It assuredly will be—we shall 
at hist be free to do nn unprecedented 
thing, and Mils the time to avow our 
purpose to do It. W« shull be free to 
base pence on generosity and Justice, 
to the exclusion of all selfish claims to 
advantage even on the pnrt of the vic- 
tors. 


To Win War Our Present Task. 
"Let there be no misunderstanding. 


Our present and Immediate task Is to 
win the wnr, and nothing shull turn us 
aside from It until It Is accomplished, 
Kvery power and resource wo possess, 
whether of men, of money, or of mn- 
terlals, Is being devoted and will con- 
tinue to be devoted to that purpose 
until it Is achieved. Those who de- 
slro to bring peace about before that 
purpose Is achieved 1 counsel to carry 
their advice elsewhere. 
We will not 


entertain It, We shall regard the war 
ns won only when the German people 
say to us, through properly accredited 
representatives, that they are ready to 
agree to a settlement based upon jus- 
tice and the reparation of tlio wrongs 
their rulers have done. 
They hnve 


done a wrong to Belgium which must 
he repaired. They have established n 
power over other lands and people than 
theli own—over the great empire of 
Austria-Hungary, other hitherto free 
Balkan slates, over Turkey, and within 
Asia—which must be relinquished. 


Munt End German Autocracy. 


"Germany's success by skill, by In- 


dustry, by knowledge, by enterprise, 
we did not grudge or oppose, but ad- 
mired, rather. 
She had built up for 


herself a real empire of trade and In- 
fluence, .secured by the peace ol 
1 the 


world. We were content to abide the 
rivalries of miiiuifncture, science and 
commerce '.tint were Invohed for nn In 
her success and stand or fall as we 
had or did not hnve the brains and the 
Initiative to surpass her. But at the 
moment when she had conspicuously 
won her triumphs of pence she threw 
them away, to establish In tholr stead 
what the world will no longer permit 
to be established, military and political 
domination by amis, by which to oust 
where she could not excel tlio rivals 
she most feared and hated. The pence 
we imiko must remedy that wrong. It 
must deliver the once fair lands nnd 
hnppy peoples of Belgium and north' 
ern Frnnce from the Prussian conquest 
nnd the Prussian menace, but It must 
also deliver the peoples of Austria 
Hungary, the peoples of the Bnlknns, 
nnd the peoples ot Turkey, alike In 
Europe nnd In Asia, from the Impudent 
and alien dominion of the Prussian 
military nnd commercial autocracy. 


To Manage Tholr Own Affairs. 


"We owe It, however, to ourselves to 


sny tlmt we do not wish In nny way lo 
Impnlr or to re-arrange the Austro- 
Hungavlan empire. It Is no affair of 
ours whnt they do with their own life 
either Industrially or politically. We 
do not purpose or desire to dictate to 
them In nny way. Wo only desire te 
soo that their affairs nvc left In their 
own hands, In nil matters, grcnt or 
small, We shall hope to secure for the 
peoples of the Balkan peninsula tine 
for the people of the Turkish empire 
tho right nnd opportunity to make 
thalr own lives safe; their own for 
tunes secure ngnlnst oppression or In 
Justice nnd free from tho dictation 01 
foreign courts or parties, 


"And 
our attitude nnd purpose will 


regard to Oermnny herself are of i 
like kind. We Intend no wrong agnlns 
tho Gorman empire; no Intcrfcrcnci 
with her Internal affairs. 
We shouli 


deem either the one or the other ab 
solutely< unjustifiable, absolutely con 
trnry to the principles wo htivo pro 
tossed to live by nnd to hold rnos 
sacred throughout our llfo ns a nn 
tlon.

"The worst that can happen to the 
erman people Is this, that If they 
hould still, after the war Is over, 
outline to be obligated to live under 
mbltlou* and Intriguing masters In- 
erested to disturb the peace of the 
rorld, men or classes of men whom the 
ther peoples of the worhl could not 
ust, It might be Impossible to admit 
icin to the partnership 
of nations 


I'hich must henceforth gunrnntee the 
rorld's ponce. Thnt pnrtnershlp must 
e a partnership of peoples, not n mere 
nrtnershlp of governments. It might 
e Impossible, also, In such untoward 
Ircumstnncos, to ndmlt Germany to 
ie free economic Intercourse which 
lust Inevitably spring out of the other 
nrtnersblps of a 
renl peace, 
But 


icre would be no aggression In that; 
rid such n sltuntlon, Inevitable bo- 
ituse of distrust, would In the very 
iituro of things sooner or Inter cure 
self, by processes which would ns- 
uredly sot In. 


Wrongs Must Be Righted. 


"The wrongs, the very deep wrongs, 


ommltted In tills wnr will hnve to be 
Ighted. 
Tlmt of course. 
But they 


unnot nnd must not be righted by the 
ommlsslon of similar wrongs against 
iermnny nnd her allies. 


'The world will not permit the com- 


ilsslon of slmllnr wrongs ns a means 
f reparation nnd settlement. States- 


must by this time have lenrned 


hat the opinion of the world Is every- 
vhere wide awake and fully compre- 
ends the Issues involved. No repre- 
entatlve of tiny self-governed nation 
vlll dare disregard It by attempting 
ny such covenants of selfishness nnd 
ompromlse ns were entered Into nt the 
ongress of Vienna. 
The thought of 


he plnln people here nnd everywhere 
hroughout the world, the people wlv 
njoy no privilege nnd hnve very sim- 
ile und unsophisticated standards of 
Ight and wrong, Is the nir all govern- 
ncntfl must henceforth breathe If they 
votild live. 
It is In the full dlsclos- 


ng light of that thought thnt nil poll- 
les must he conceived nnd executed In 
his raid-day hour of the world's life. 


People Have No S»y. 


"Orman rulers hnve been iibletoup- 
et the pence of the world only becnuse 
he German people were not suffered 
mder their tutelage to share the eom- 
ndeshlp of tho other peoples of the 
vorld either In thought or In purpose. 
They were allowed to have no opinion 
f their own which might be set up ns 
i rule of conduct for those who exer- 
cised authority over them. 
But the 


congress that concludes this wnr will 
feel the full strength of the tides that 
run now In the hearts and consciences 


f freedom everywhere. 
Us conclu- 


sions will run with these tides. 


All these things have been true 


from the very beginning of this stu- 
jendous war; and I cannot help think- 
ng that If they had been made plain

Declare War on Austria. 


"Whnt shall we do, then, to push 


this great wnr of freedom nnd Just to 
Us righteous conclusion? We must 
clear nwuy with a thorough hand nil 
Impediments to success nnd we must 
make every adjustment of law that 
will facilitate the full nnd freo uso of 
our whole capacity nnd force as a 
fighting unit. 


"One

at wnr with Germany but not with hoi 
allies. I, therefore, very earnestly rec- 
ommend thnt thu eongress.ltnmcdlntely

It Is In fact the Inevitable logic of 
whnt I have said. Austria-Hungary Is 
for the time being not her own mis- 
tress, but simply the vassal of the 
German'government. 
We , must face 


the facts ns they nre nnd net upon 
them without sentiment In this stern 
business. The government of Austria- 
Hungary Is not acting upon Its own 
Initiative or in response to the wishes 
and feelings of Its own peoples, but ns 
the Instrument of another nation. We 
must meet Its force with our own and 
regnrcl the central powers as but one. 
The war cnn be successfully conducted 
In no other way. 


As to Turkey and Bulgaria. 


"The snme logic would lend also to 


n declaration of war against Turkey 
and Bulgaria. They also are the tools 
of Germany. But they nre mere tools 
and do not yet stnnd In the direct path 
of our neccssnry nctlon. We shall go 
wherever the necessities of this «wr 
carry us, but It seems to me that we 
should go only where Immediate nnd 
practical considerations land us nnd 
not heed nny others. 


"The, financial nnd military meas- 


ures which must be adopted will sug- 
gest themselves ns Iho war nnd Its un- 
dertakings develop, but 1 will take the 
liberty of proposing to yon certain 
other acts of legislation which seem 
to me to be needed for the support of 
the wnr nnd for the release of our 
whole force nnd energy. 


"Tt will be necessary to extend in 


certain partleulars (he legislation of 
the last session with regard to alien 
enemies; and also necessary, I be- 
Hove, to create n very definite nnd 
particular control over the entrance 
nnd departure of nil persons into und 
from the United Slates. 


"Legislation should bo enacted de- 


fining as a criminal offense every willful 
violation of the presidential .proclama- 
tions relating to alien enemies promul- 
gated under section 4007 of the Re- 
vised Statutes and providing appropri- 
ate punishments; and women as well 
ns men, should be Included under the 
terms of the nets placing restraints 
upon alien enemies, 
It Is likely that 


as time goes on many nllen enemies 
vlll he willing to be fed nnd housed 
nt the expense of the; government In 
he .detention camps, nnd It would be 
he purpose of legislation I hnve sug- 
gested 
to 
confine 
offenders 
among 


hem In penitentiaries nnd other sim- 
Inr Institutions where they could be 
made to work ns other criminals do, 


Go Further In Fixing Prices. 


"Ileccnt experience has convinced 


me that the congress must go further 
n authorizing the government to set 
Units to prices. 
The law of .supply 


md demand, I am sorry tc say, has 
>een replaced by the law of unrestrain- 
ed selfishness. 
While we hnve ellm- 


nnted profiteering In several brandies 
of Industry, It sill! runs Impudently 
rampant In others. 
The funnel's, for 


example, complain with u great deal of 
lustice, that while the regulation of 
'ood 
prices restricts their Income", no 


restraints are placed upon the prices 
of most of the things they must them- 


purchase, and similar Inlciultle.s 


obtain on all sides. 


"If Is Imperatively necessary that the 


'onslderntlon of the full use of the 
water power of the country nnd also 
the consideration of the .systematic 
and yet economical development of 
such of Ihe natural resources of the 
country as are still under the control 
of the federal government should be 
Immediately resumed and affirmatively 
nnd constructively dealt with nt the 
earliest possible moment. The press- 
Ing need of such legislation Is dally be- 
coming more olnlons. 


A Word to the Lawmakers. 


"The legislation proposed at the last 


session with regard to regulated com- 
binations among our exporters, In or- 
der to provide for our foreign trade n 
more effective organization and meth- 
od of co-operation, ought by all means 
to bo completed at this session. 


"And 
I beg that the members of the 


house of representatives will permit 
me toi express the pplnlon that It will 
be Impossible to deal in nny but n very 
wasteful and extrnvngnnt fashion with 
the enormous appropriations of the 
public moneys whleh must Continue to 
be made, if the wnr Is to bo properly 
sustained, unless the house will con- 
sent to return to Its former practice 
of Initiating nnd preparing nil appro 
prlntlon bills through n single commit- 
tee, In order th,nt responsibility may 
be centered, expenditures standardized 
nnd ninde uniform and waste and du- 
plication ns much ns possible nvolded. 


"Additional leglslntlon may nlso be- 


come necessary before the present con- 
gress again adjourns In order to effect 
the most efficient co-ordination and op. 
erntlon of the railway nnd other trans- 
portation systems of the country; but 
to thnt I shnll, If circumstances should 
demand, cull the attention of the con- 
gress upon another occnslon, 


Concentrate on Winning War. 


"If I hnve overlooked anything thnt 


ought to be done for the more effective 
conduct of the wnr, your own counsels 
will supply the omission.

perfectly clenr about Is that In the 
present session of the congress our 
whole attention and energy should be 
concentrated on the vigorous, rapid 
nnd successful prosecution of the grent 
tnsk of winning Ihe war.

The message follows: 
"Gentlemen of the Congress—Eight 


months have elapsed since I last had 
the honor of addressing you. They 
have been months crowded wltli events 
of Immense and grave significance for 
us. I shall undertake to detail or even 
to' summarize these events. The prac- 
tical particulars of the part we have 
played in them will be laid before you 
In the reports of the executive depart- 
ments. I shall discuss only our pres- 
ent outlook upon these vast 
affairs, 


our present duties, and the Immediate 
means of accomplishing the objects 
•we shall hold always in view. 


"I shall not go back to debate the 


caused of the war. The intolerable 
wrongs done and planned against us 
bv the sinister masters of Germany

It will be full, impartial Jus- 


tlcc—-Justice done at every point and 
to every nutlon that the final settle- 
ment must affect, our enemies as well 
as our friends.

They Insist that the war shall not end 
in vindictive action of any kind'; that 
no nation or people shall be robbed or 
punished because the Irresponsible 
rulers of a single country have them- 
selves done deep and damnable wrong. 
It is this thought that has been ex- 
pressed in the formula 'No annexa- 
tions, no contributions, no punitive In- 
demnities.'

where It has been made diligent use 
of by 'the masters of German Intrigue 
to lead the people of Russia astray— 
and the people of every country their 
agents'could reach, In order that a 
premature peace might be brought 
nbout before autocracy has been taught 
its final and convincing lesson, and 
the people of the world put in control 
of their own destinies." 


Right as the Arbiter. 


"But the fact that n wrong use has 


been made of a Just Idea is no reason 
why a right use should not be made of 
it. It ought to be brought under the 
patronage of Its real friends. Let it be 
said again that autocracy must first be 
shown the utter futility of its claims to 
power or leadership in the modern 
world. It is Impossible to apply any 
standard of justice so long as such 
forces are unchecked and undefeated 
as the present masters of Germany 
command. 
Not until this has been 


done can Right be set up ns arbiter 
and peacemaker among the nations. 
But when that has been done—as, God 
willing, it assuredly will be—we shall 
at last be free to do an unprecedented 
thing and this the time to avow our 
purpose to do It. We shall be free to 
base peace on generosity and justice, 
to the exclusion of all selfish claims to 
advantage even on the part of the vic- 
tors.To Win War Our Present Task. 


"Lee there be no misunderstanding. 


Our present and immediate task is to 


become too grossly

Must End German Autocracy. 


Germany's success by skill, by In- 


" 
lustry, by "knowledge, by enterprise, 


e did not grudge or oppose, but ad- 


mired. rather. 
She had built up for 


herself a real empire of trade and In- 


'alse, nnd we must seek by the' ut: 
most openness and candor as to our 
real aims to convince them of its false- 
ness. We are in fact fighting for their 
emancipation from fear, along with 
our own—from the fear as well as 
from the fact of unjust attack by 
neighbors or rivals or schemers after 
world empire. No one is threaten- 
ng the existence of.or the indepen- 
dence or the peaceful enterprise of 
h German empire. 


Not Again to Be Trusted. 


"The worst that can'happen to the 


Jerman people is this, that if they 
should still, after the war Is over, 
continue to be obligated to live under 
ambitious and intriguing masters In- 
terested to disturb the peace of the 
world, men or classes of men whom the 
other peoples of the worjd could not 
trust, it might be impossible to admit 
them ro the partnership of nations 
which must henceforth guarantee the 
world's peace. That partnership must 
be a partnership of peoples, not a mere 
partnership of governments. It might 
>e Impossible, also, in such untoward 
circumstances, to admit Germany to 
the free economic intercourse which 
must inevitably spring out of the other 
partnerships of a real peace. 
But 


[here would be no aggression In that; 
nnd such a situation, Inevitable be- 
cause of distrust, would In the very 
nature of things sooner or later cure 
tself. by processes which would as- 
suredly set in. 


Wrongs Must Be Righted. 


"The wrongs, the very deep wrongs, 


jommitted' in this war will have to be 
righted. 
That of course. 
But they 


cannot and must not be righted by the 
commission of similar wrongs against 
Jermauy and her allies. 


"The world will not permit the com- 


mission of similar wrongs as a means 
of reparation and settlement. States- 
men must by this time have learned 
that the opinion of the world is every- 
where wide awake and fully compre- 
hends the issues involved. No repre- 
sentative of any self-governed nation 
will dare disregard It by attempting 
any such covenants of selfishness and 
compromise as were entered into at the 


of Vienna. The thought of 


war with Austria-Hungary. Does It 
seem strange to you. thnt this should 
be the conclusion of the argument I 
have just addressed to you? It is not. 
It is In fact the Inevitable logic of 
what I have said. Austria-Hungary is 
for the time being not her own mis- 
tress, but simply the vassal of the 
German'government. 
We ,must face 


the facts as they are and act upon 
them without sentiment in this stern 
business. The government of Austria- 
Hungary Is not acting upon its own 
Initiative or In response to the wishes 
and feelings of Its own peoples, but as 
the instrument of another nation. We 
must meet Its force with our own and 
regard the central powers as but one. 
The war can be successfully conducted 
in no other way. 


As to Turkey and Bulgaria. 


"The same logic would lead also to 


a declaration of war against Turkey 
and Bulgaria. They also are the tools 
of Germany. But they are. mere tools 
and do not yet stand in the direct pnth 
of our necessary action. We shall go 
wherever the necessities of this *«r 
carry us, but it seems to me that we 
should go only where Immediate, and 
practical considerations land us and 
not heed any others. 
"The, financial and military meas- 


ures which must be adopted will sug- 
gest themselves as the.war and its un- 
dertakings develop, but I will take the 
liberty of proposing to you certain 
other acts of legislation which seem 
to me to be needed for the support of 
the war and for the release of our 
whole force and energy. 
"It will be necessary to extend in 


certain particulars the legislation of 
the last session with regard to alien 
enemies; and also necessary, I be- 
lieve, to create a very definite and 
particular control over the entrance 
and departure of all persons into and 
from the United States. 
. "Legislation should be enacted de- 
fining as a criminal offense every willful 
violation of the presidential proclama- 
tions relating to alien enemies promul- 
gated under section 4067 of the Re- 
vised Statutes and providing appropri- 
ate punishments; and women as well 
as men, should be included under the 
terms of the acts placing restraints 
coneress or vieimu.

them away, to establish in their stend 
what the world will no longer permit 
to be established, military nncl political 
domination by arms, by which to oust 
where she could not excel the rivals 
she most feared and hated. The peace 
we make must remedy that wrong. It 
must deliver the once fair lands and 
happy peoples of Belgium and north- 
ern France from the Prussian conquest 
and the Prussian menace, but it must 
also deliver the peoples of Austria- 
Hungary, the peoples of the Balkans, 
nnd the peoples o? Turkey, alike in 
Europe and in Asia, from the impudent 
and alien dominion of the Prussian 
military and commercial autocracy. 


To Manage Their Own Affairs. 


"We owe it, however, to ourselves to 


sny that we do not wish in any way to 
Impair or to re-arrange the Austro- 
Hungarian empire. It is no affair of 
ours what they do with their own life, 
either industrially or politically. We 
do not purpose or desire to dictate to 
them In any way.' We only desire te 
see thnt their affairs are left in- their 
own hands, In all matters, great or 
small. We shall hope to secure for the 
peoples of the Balkan peninsula and 
for the people of the Turkish empire 
the right and opportunity to mnke 
their own lives safe; their own for- 
tunes secure against oppression or In- 
justice and free from the dictation of 
foreign courts or parties. 


"And 
our attitude and purpose with 


regard to Germany herself are of a 
like kind. We intend no wrong against 
the German empire; no Interference 
with her Internal affairs. 
We should 


deem either the one or the other ab- 
solutely- unjustifiable, absolutely con- 
trary to the principles we have pro- 
fessed to live by and to hold roost 
sacred throughout our life as a na- 
tion. 


German People .Deceived. 


"The people of Germany are being 


told by the men whom they now per- 
mit to deceive them nnd to act as their 
masters that they are fighting for the 
very life and existence of their em- 
pire; a war of desperate self-defense 
against deliberate aggression. Nothing 
could be .more grossly or wantonly

People Have No Say. 


"German rulers have been able to up- 


set the peace of the world only because 
the German people were not suffered 
under their tutelage to share the com- 
radeship of the other peoples of the 
world either In thought or in purpose. 
They were allowed to have no opinion 
of their own which might be set up as 
a rule of conduct for those who exer- 
cised authority over them. 
But the 


congress that concludes this war will 
feel the full strength of the tides that 
run now in the hearts and consciences 
of freedom everywhere. 
Its conclu- 


sions will run with these tides. 


"All 
these things have been true 


from the very beginning of this stu- 
pendous war; and I cannot help think- 
ing that if they had been made plain 
at the very outset the sympathy nnd 
enthusiasm of the Russian people 
might have been once for all enlisted 
on the side of the allies, suspicion and 
distrust swept away, and a real and 
lasting union of purpose effected. 
Had 


they believed these things at the very 
moment of their revolution and had 
they been confirmed in that belief 
since, the sad reverses which have re- 
cently marked the progress of their 
affairs towards an ordered and stable 
government of freemen might have 
been avoided. 
"The 
Russian people have 
been 


poisoned by the very same falsehoods 
that have kept the German people in 
the dark, and the poison has been ad- 
ministered by the very same hands. 
The only possible antidote is the truth. 
It cannot be uttered too plainly or too 
often. 
Freedom cf the Seas. 


"From every point of view, there- 


fore, it has seemed to be my duty to 
speak these declarations of purpose, to 
sidd these specific interpretations to 
what I took the liberty of saying to the 
senate in January. Our entrance into 
the war has not altered our attitude 
towards the settlement that must come 
when it Is over. When I ssld in Janu- 
ary that the nations of the world were 
entitled not'only to free pathways up- 
on the sea but also to assured and un- 
molested adcess to those pathways I 
was thinking, and I am thinking now, 
not of the smaller and weaker nations 
alone, which need our countenance and 
support, but also of the great and pow- 
erful nations, and of our present ene- 
mies as well as our present associates 
in the war. I was thinking, and am 
thinking now, 
of Austria 
herself, 


among the -rest, as well as of Serbia 
and of Holand. Justice and equality 
of rights can be had only at, a great 
price. We are seeking permanent, not 
temporary, foundations for the peace 
of the world and must seek this can- 
didly and fearlessly. 
As always, the 


right will prove to be expedient. 


Declare War on Austria. 


"What shall we do, then, to push 


this great war of freedom and Just to 
its righteous conclusion? 
We must 


clear away with a thorough hand all 
impediments to success and we must 
make every adjustment of law that 
will facilitate the full and free use of 
our whole capacity and force as 
fighting unit. 
"One very embarrassing obstacle 


that stands in our way is that we are 
at war. with Germany but not with her 
allies 
I, therefore, very earnestly rec- 


ommend that the congress.lmmediately 
declare the United States in a state of

of most of the things they must fliem- 


purchase, nnd similar iniquities 


obtain on all sides. 


"It Is imperatively necessary thnt the 


consideration 'of the full use of the 
.vater power of the country' and also 
the consideration of the systematic 
and yet economical development of 
such of the natural resources of the 
country as are still under the control 
of the" federal government should he 
Immediately resumed and affirmatively 
and constructively dealt wifli 'at the 
earliest possible moment. The press- 
ing need of such legislation is daily be- 
coming more obvious. 


A Word to the Lawmakers. 


"The legislation proposed at the last 


session with regard to regulated com- 
binations among our exporters, in or- 
der to provide for our foreign trade a 
more effective organization and meth- 
od of co-operation, ought by all means 
to be completed at this session. 


And I beg that the members of the 


house of representatives will permit 
me toi.express the .opinion that it will 
be impossible to deal In any but a very 
wasteful and extravagant fashion with 
the enormous appropriations of the 
public moneys which must Continue to 
be made, if the war is to be properly 
sustained, unless the house will con- 
sent to return to Its former practice 
of initiating and preparing all appro- 
priation bills, through a single commit- 
tee, in order tb,at responsibility may 
be centered, expenditures standardized 
and made uniform and waste and du- 
plication as much as possible avoided. 


"Additional legislation may also be- 


come necessary before the present con- 
gress again adjourns in order to effect 
the most efficient co-ordination and op- 
eration of the railway and other trans- 
portation systems of the country; but 
to that I shall, If circumstances should 
demand, call the attention of the con- 
gress upon another occasion. 


Concentrate on Winning War. 


"If I have overlooked anything thnt 


ought to be done for the more effective 
conduct of the war, your own counsels 
will supply the omission. What I am 
perfectly clear about Is that in the 
present, session of the congress our 
whole attention and energy should be 
concentrated on the vigorous, rapid 
and successful prosecution of the grea 
task of winning the war. 


"We can do this with all the greater 


zeal and enthusiasm because .we know 
that for us this as a war of high prin 
ciple. debased by no selfish ambition 
of conquest or spoliation; because we 
know, and all the world knows, tha 
we have been forced into It to save the 
very institutions we live under from 
corruption and destruction. The pur 
poses' of the central powers strik 
straight at the very heart of every, 
thing we believe in; their methods o 
wari'iire outrage every principle of hu 
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sister and a young brother. The", big 
crops of the farm were managed by 
Miss McGinty, who had only the as- 
sistance of her brother and sisters and 
a nephew, who helped on the listing, 
and an uncle, who adjusted "her ma- 
chinery at odd times.

seems to me the time when it Is most 
necessary to speak plainly.

Halifax, N. ,S., Dec. 7.—Two thou- 


sand persons are dead, 3,000 or more 
Injured and fully one-half of the City 
of Halifax is in ruins as the result of 
an explosion in Bedford Basin, north 
of town, when the loma, a Belgian re- 
lief ship, collided with the French mu- 
nition ship Mont Blanc. 


The Mont Blanc was blown to pieces, 


but the crew escaped by the ship's 
boats before the explosion. 


The pilot asserts that the collision 


was due to a confusion of signal whis- 
tles. 


Many Seamen Lost. 


The Mont Blanc wus pierced on the 


port sid - almost to the engine room. 
The loma. which was only slightly 
damaged, hacked away when flames 
burst out on the munitions ship, and 
was abandoned by the crew. 


The captain of the Mont Blanc also 


ordered his crew to the boats ns he 
realized an explosion was inevitable. 
The m.-n reached shore safely before 
ihe tremendous blast. 17 minutes later, 
which blew their ship to pieces. 


bor. which cost over $:J5,000,000 and 
were the finest of their kind In the 
world, into smithereens. 


It laid waste to acre after acre of

Citadel Hill, the eminence which 


dominates the entire city. Is located 
within the stricken territory and the 
most important part of the water front 
was in this zone. 


In addition to many churches and 


schools, tin? railway station, govern- 
ment dockyard. Wellington barracks. 
Admiralty House (the official residence 
of the admiral 'n command of the 
North American British squadron), the 
military hospital, .-»ost office, provision- 
al parliament building, city hall, the 
ordanee department, most of the de- 
partment stores, all of the telegraph 
and cable offices and a few hotels were 
located there.

Governor Phillpp Informed That a Re- 


ward of Fifty 
Dollars Will Bo

Madison—All drafted men who have 


changed their place of abode are 
warned by the provoat marshal gen- 
eral in a telegram to Gov, Philipp that 
unless the local board has their latest 
address, they arc likely to waive im- 
portant rights and to be Inducted im- 
mediately into the military sorvioo.

COL POOLE DIES AT MADISON 


At One Time Attendant In President 


Lincoln's 
Private 
Office—Had 


a Long Army Record. 


Madison—Col. De Wltte C. Poolo, U. 


S. A., retired, 89 years old, veteran of 
the Civil war, and formerly an attend- 
ant in President Lincoln's private of- 
fice at the White house, died hero. 


The colonel served In two Wiscon- 


sin regiments, in the First as adju- 
tant, and in the Twelfth as lieutenant 
colonel, and after the close of the civil 
war went into the regular army as a 
captain.

With the British Army in France, 


Dec. 6.—That Field Marshal Haig pre- 
vented the Germans from breaking 
through his lines on the Cambrai front 
discounts the small gains which the 
'enemy hosts achieved on Monday ut a 
terrible cost of life. 


It means that the critical period has 


been successfully passed nnd that for 
the second time in four days Field 
Marshal Haig thwarted what Is he- 
lieved to have been a German attempt 
to dpulicate the German-Austro-Hun- 
garian performance in Italy. 


At La Vacquerie the enemy fought 


his way through the town, nnd one 
party penetrated for some hundred 
yards ffito British territory. This was 
the extreme gain. 


The attacking 'forces secured a very 


narrow strip of ground a little north 
and south of La Vacquerie, but the 
British still clung grimly to the high 
ground north of this place. 


The British commander voluntarily 


pulled back his line to the west and 
southwest of Masnieres to make ft 
firmer. Tuesday morning the British 
line was near the western part of Mar- 
colng copse, but Included Marcoing; 
a small triangular piece of territory, 
therefore, has been sacrificed by the 
British. 
Since eight o'clock Monday 


night the line has remained unchanged.

the keeping- of a few chickens, it will 
mean' the production of 6,500,000 
pounds of meat food, in the form of 
pou'Mry and eggs. This is an amount 
of meat that is worth taking into 
consideration, and it will release that 
many pounds of other meats, -beef 
and pork, which can be shipped to 
the armies of Europe without caus- 
ing i any privation whatever to 
the 


town dweller. If we do'not produce 
this amount of poultry we may find 
ourselves short of meat food to just 
that extent. 
ft is a patriotic duty of the utmost 
mportance that every farmer and 
very person in town do his part in 
reducing this increase of poultry, 
rhich will help to win the war. It is 
Iso a profitable proposition for the 
,verage individual. Both town and 
arm •families will produce, at its 
owest cost; meat food for their owa 
ise, and, by putting up eggs for win- 
er use will further reduce Hiving ex- 
enses. 
The poultry will be handled as -± 
iy-product of the farm, and back- 
ward; each flock being large enough 
n numbers to utilize the scraps and 
waste from the 
kitchen 
and

'pick-ups" around the place, supple- 
mented by some feed. But no flock 
hould be out of proportion to the 
ground space and kitchen wastage— 
not so large that feed will become, 
elatively, too costly an item. The 
dea is not only to increase our poul- 
ry production, but to do it economi- 
ali'.y; to do it at very little cost, by 
urning the waste of kitchens and 
ackyards all over the United Stales 
nto chickens and eggs. Fowls are 
he only medium thru which a good 
deal of this waste can be transformed 
nto a valuable food product.
